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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on page 1 5 of the remark that 
the cited prior arts do not teach a version of the image with a visual effect and version of the image without the visual image in a 
predetermined time sequence. Claim 1 does not specify the nature of the visual effect that associated with an image, e.g., the visual effect 
can be considered as a "time stamp, date, texture, overlapping, transparency and etc." As Examiner interprets the visual effect as an image 
information, because the visual effect can be used for providing more info to the image e.g., if Balabanovic illustrates in fig. 3 in the 
collapsed view, each story is represented by a predetermined number of thumbnail images (e.g., one thumbnail image) and in the 
expanded view, every thumbnail image in a story is shown, the expanded view is the default view, this will be understood by those of 
ordinary skill in the art that the particular default view can be considered as the images and the collapse view can be considered as the 
visual effect. 

The claim language of the visual effect can also be considered as what Balabanovic in col. 6 lines 17-28 that is the third area 104 of the 
screen display fig. 1 shows the available audio narrations of the photograph currently displayed in the central area 103. other information, 
such as, for example, creation date may also be displayed in the third area 1 04. As shown in FIG. 1 , there are two narrations 1 30 and 1 35 
available for the photograph 120 in the central area 103 indicated by the depiction of the wave signal. In one embodiment, each narration 
has a visual display corresponding to the length of time of the narration (e.g., the longer the signal wave the longer the narration), together 
with related recording information, such as, for example, time and date recorded, and the name of recording user. 
The third interpellation of image with and without the visual effect can be recognize in fig. 2 the vertical line 255 can be considered as the 
visual effect that moves from left or right and of cource in a predetermined time sequence. 

Examiner suggests Applicant to consider applying the limitations of claim 6 into claim 1 in order to over come the rejection.
